Ottawa, .luly 7.-l!rilish Columbia 
liad aiiotlior field day to-day, Col. I'rior 
jaisiiig the general question of imanigra- 
tion. Col. Prior hoped the government 
woiilil at an early day state its policy on 
the ipiestion ol' disallowance of (he aiili- 
.lapaaese legislation, as the present un- 
certainty has a most detrimental effect 
upon trade in Britisli Columbia, Per- 
sonully lie was strongly in favor of re- 
stricting the immigration of ,laiianese. 
He als() advocated an increase in the 
poll-tax on Cliinosc. faless tlie govern- 
ment stopped this iiniiiigralion from llie 
l'"ar blast, while labor in (Jaiiada woulil 
be swamped. There was another idass 
of immigrants, coming in by governnu'iit 
assistance, against whom he strongly pro- 
lesteil. He referred lo the (.l.alicians and 
IJouklndiors. These jicople would no! 
associate or assimilate . with Anglo- 
Saxons, and in bis jiulginent it was a 
matter of regret that the goveriimcnl 
should pay these people to settle in Can- 
ada. 

Sir AVilfrid Laurior said that as to 
Chinese immigration the government 
were willing to do tlio utmost to meet 
the views of the people of liritisli <J<i!- 
nnibia, but the question was complicated 
and woiiid have to b(? handled I'iirefuliy, 
so that iiutliing might be done to injure 
trade with the Orient. If recent legi.sla- 
timi of British Columbia had been diri'ct- 
ed only ngainst the Chinese, the govern- 
ment would not have interfered and 
would not now interfere if siudi legisla- 
tion were passed. With .lapan the mat- 
ter was complicated by Questions of Im- 
perial policy. It was of the utmost im- 
portance to Great Britidu that Japan 
should bo her ally in .the Kast, and Can- 
ada must be prepared to make whatever 
Baerlfices were necessary in the interests 
<if the Empire. As to the Doukhoboi s, 
Ihey were an e.Kcellent people, of the 
Ciucasinn - race, like ourselves. Th ne, 
they would not fight, but neither would I 
Quakers, and' nobody proposed to ostra- 
cize Quakers on that ace<iiiiit. 

Mr. Sifton defended the immigration 
polir y of the govcmweut. Kvor.v eH'orl, | 
nc sMd. was iiebff made to seetiFft immi- 
grants from the United States and Great 
Ilritaiu, with considerable success. IIk' 
Uoukliobors and Galicians were desir- 
able agricultural settlors. 

Tli(i diseu.ssiou lusted most »0f I'"' 
(veniiig. 

.\Ir. Kostock defended the .Tananesi', 
and saia they easily assimilated the 
Cunadluns. 

Col. Prior made a spirited reply to 
Sir Wilfrid! Luiirier's retlection ujioii 
him for "springing" the matter ou the 
house, pointing out that the Premier 
himself when in opposition bad fretiiient- j 
ly adopted such a plan to i>btaiii o|>P"i - | 
tunity for calling attention to matters: 
which could not come up in ordinary i 
course. He denied that be had appealed 
to the worst passions of tli.' pc.ple, but 
if speaking in behalf of the working I 
elas.ses ngainst Asiatic eompetilion ion-; 
stituted ' an appeal to the passions, he I 
was pre-pnred to admit liis responsibility. 
It is reported to-ni^dit tlial Ibe govern-, 
nieiit will increase the ludl lax on Chin- 
ese coolies to ."fliod. which practically 
means exclusion.

Spanish governnioiil before the agree- 
ment could be ratified. He declined lo 
give the terms of the agreeineiil or say 
V, liether these conteiiiplaled a ransom. 
He asserted, however, that Aguinaldo 
has already issued a decree for the rc- 
leasi of civilian oHU'ials snd the sick sol- 
diers.

of the Siianish garrison of Ualer. on the 
eoast of Luzon, and a nuniber of <dvi!iaii 
p.rjsoners were escorleil by Filiiiino sol-

Seattle, .luly 7.— The first intimaiiou 
that there was a new city of death in 
Ala.ska. eame from the North yesterday 
ou the steamer City o£ Xopclsa. 

Wind City, on the wind river, the 
lliiril South branch of the Peel, was u 
scurvy camp during the winter, and a 
score of miners are said to have perished. 
It was late in January when the last 
report was received from the pest camp 
by miners crossing the Rocky mountains 
ou their way lo Dawson. These miners 
finally got through with the news. 

They do not have a list of those al- 
ready dead, but the following uufurtu- 
nates were not expected to live when 
the messenger left:

AH were very sielt with the dread 
arctic disease. Harris bad to have a leg 
amputated "from ; freezing, and Mitchell 
was isucrering froni a broken, arm. The 
miners were the only ones /left, in Wind 
City. They sent out an indfdii to, secure 
assiataincej , He. said that the men jreio 
unable to care for tbemselveB, and that 
none expected to .live. , " ' ' ; ' ' ; ' 

"Wind City was started last September, 
when .some seventy-five miners wbo.'.bad 
been trying to reach Dawson' over' ^e 
Edmonton trail gathered there and built 
winter quarters. A number of substan- 
tial cabins went up. and when winter 
.settled down Wind City became a lively 
place. 

The wlurl of social affairs was varied 
and iuteresting. ' The population was 
made up ol men from all vocations of 
life. Young college men and men o£ 
professions predominated the old miners. 
There were dances, in which the three 
women of the camp were never allowed 
lo be wall-llowcrs, and occasionally a 
woman who was camped some twenty- 
live miles further down the Peel would 
be brought to Wind City. The- niiners 
gave socials, studied and produced farc- 
es, took lessons in sijiging and playing, 
stnilieil tii'VPHUi, French luid telegraphy. 
/\ lei Uiie coiirse was arriihgeil, wiui buU)- 
jects ranging from the circulation of the 
'•loud to tistrnumny. Glee, chess, check- 
er and edrd eliiii,- weie orgnnlaefl, ' ailff 
iield regular sessions. Church services 
were held every Sunday at 2 p. m., and 
Ihe ooniiuujiity proved a model one, The 
commiiniiy sent two Indians 22ij miles 
down tlie river to Fort McPhei-.s-on for 
tiie mail. 

I'^ir four months the miners at Wind 
Gily bad just as good a time as the 
niiiier.s in any other part of Alu.skn, 
Tlieir food, nearly a ^ear old, was 
lieginaing to get bad, but t)ic miners 
Wi re used to that. Nothing went ser- 
iously wrong until one morning se^=eral 
o[ tile miners look down with scurvy. 
Tliey were followed liy several others. 
The pestilence seemed to strike tlile 
eanip in a minute. Some balf of .the 
75 people 1 here were stricken with the 
dread disease. 

Ulieii <'ame the undoing of Wind City, 
'riiose of the miners who could move de- 
cided it was time to set alnnit tlicir 
I rill to the rivers leading to the Yukon 
from the other side of the Rockies. Thev 
loaded tlieir sleds and turned their cab- 
ins over to the less fortunate. With a 
word of good cheer all around, the par- 
ti»'S set ofT one bv one over snow and 
iec. •■ 

DoHth helped depopnlate Wind City. 
The scurvy s»?eiiied to be iiarlieulariy 
fatal. The medicine which Dr. .Mason 
had was soon exhausted, and when 
stricken down himself he had nothing 
left to take. There were no vegetables 
ill camp, and no source from which. fresh 
ones coidd be secured. The miners 
prayed for help from above, but miracles 
are not practices iu the north land. 
AVbilo the eiimp was large Wind City 
always had fresh meat. When all were 
gone but a dozen scurvy-stricken men, 
the unfortunates had to roly on canned 
meats, as they ■could no longer hunt. 

There is a graveyard at Wind City 
where the bodies of 10 or 20 inen""lic in 
testimony of the terrible price some 
have to pay for gold. In outlying 
cabins several corpses have notliing but 
froKCii blankets for, their coffins. . They

Pnhllsher-Philantliiopist Ends a Long 

Career of L'sefiilnoss and 
, Eaterpri.sc.

were beginning to regard their votes as 
a marketable commo<lity. If the politi- 
cal parties cannot agree upon anything 
eisc, they might at least arrive at un^ 
understanding that this stigma shall be 
removed from our politics. The fault 
rests with the overy-diiy voter. Politi- 
cians have no desire to buy votes. They 
would much prefer to keep their money 
in their pocket.s, to put the matter on no 
higher ground. But too large a propor- 
tion of the electorate expect to have 
their votes purchased, and it is human 
nature to buy what is purcbaseable when 
you want it. The press and the pulpit 
ought to unite in a campaign against 
corruption at the polls.

AGAIN IN BVIDBNCE. 
Ixird Percy Whittall Gets Six Months 
in a New Zealand Prison. 

"Lord" Percy Whittall, who after a 
rather checlicred caper in British Co- 
lumbia set sail for lAustrnlia in a sail- 
ing shii), has got himself into trouble 
in Wellington, New /.ealand. .V recent 
issue of a paper luiblislied in that city 
says: 

"A very sad story was told in the 
ChristcliuVch supreme court n few days 
ago by an exceedingly well-educated man 
iiumeii Wluitall, who di'serilied himself 
as ail artist whose' works liave been 
received in the Hoyal Acuilemy. lie was 
charged with false pretences, and his 
statement was to the effect that he was 
a conlirmed dipsomaniac, for whom sci- 
ence at home could do nothing. Tliink- 
iug that u long sin-i voyage would do 
him good, he left England in a sailing 
vessel in November of last year. Pre- 
vimisly to leaving lOuglanil, he asserted, 
he had made arrangements t(U- sending 
remittances to Welliiigtou. but owing to 
the shiii uiaking a iiuick passage .he ar- 
rived there before the money, and got in 
debt. Two reniil lances did subseiiui'iit- 
ly arrive, and he set out on a wild orgie 
of drinking. In order to get away from 
the ilriiikiig aciiuaintances lu^ had made 
in Welliigton, lie left for Christchurch, 
leaving iustrucl ions, he stated, for the 

III y which he had remaining in the 

Hank of New Zealand., to be sent on 
there. On arrival at Christchurch he as- 
sisted tliiit he was snffering from the ef- 
feeis of delirium tremens, and laboreti 
under llie delusion that he wanted a hi- 
<-.\-ele and saddlery. He purchased these 
articles, though he had no use for them. 
1 1 was a mania of his, ho asserted, wlieii 
intoxicated, to purchase bicycles, and 
whilst in Wellington he bought four ot 
them for hard cash, nnd gave them 
away almost directly. Ho alleged thnt 
tlie news got abroad in Wellington that 
money had come to him, jiud lis credit- 
ors got him to sign an order to the post- 
otllco to deliver his eurresiKiudeiice to 
them. This he had forgotten in his de- 
lirium, and thought he bad money in 
the bank nt Welliiigtou, whereas he had 
none. When he took drink lie was oth- 
erwise insane, and did not know in the 
least wliat ho was doing. I'ltimately, 
he was seiilenceil to si.v iiioiilhs' impris- 
onment."

.Hundreds of Men Leaving Daw 
son for Cape Nome 
District 



Three Million In Dust Went 
Down the River on 
the Kerr. 



I>r. L. O. WUcoxson aiitl Mr, Cliurlos \V. 
Watts, two wealthy KloaiUkerSi were 
arnon^ the passengers itrrlvlnEr from the 
Nortli on the stojiiner City of Topi?lca. 
They left DiiwBoii on June -1. 

"Keur tlic Log Ciibin," suld Mr. Watts, 
*'«rc were surprised to Qud awaltins 
a train, which, by July 15, will be run- 
ning to Lake licniiclt. A trip to Dawsou 
will then be one of ploasure, atul a more 
beautiful one ut this soa«oa of the year 
could not be found. Tlie scenery U plc- 
turcsqae the entire 600 miles. The tele- 
graph lluo 1b oouiDlotod almost to the foot 
of Lake Lebarge. 

"Twelve steamers nre ruimluu uii the 
river, giving almost a dally service, and 
• each boat reduces the number of people 
from fifty to a hundred. Besides these 
the number going down the stream Is only 
limited by the carrying capnclty of the 
steamers. 

"The Cape Nome fever is at Its height, 
and the sale of tickets \& uugmentcd by a 
lay-over of thirty days at .St. Michael. 
Xhere are many who go down for the 
pnrpose of proapectlug or buying claims, 
and will return to Dawson In the full. But 
the great majority, uul(>sa they Dad better 
Inducements there, will coullmie on to 
tUelr rcHpcctlve homen, nnaiicljiUy reduced 
and physically weakeaeil, for no one, no 
mailer Iiow atrons his pliysl(|iio, cmild 
fall to .sulTer from tlie severe eiortlons of 
the mail rush la.st summer," 

Speaking of the future of the Klondike, 
Mr. Watts said: "The pos.slblllty of mak- 
ing money there Is ut last attracting the 
attention of capitalists lii America and 
Buroi)e.* Since iiavIga'Llou uppnod this 
season moi'c capital has come to Dawsou 
for the purchase of mining property than 
in all the past years coiubiaed. Specu- 
lators have arrived repri'scntliig syndicates 
lu America, England, Germany and 
France. But the Klondike Is no poor 
man's country, and unless one has either 
capital or plenty of clothing and provis- 
ions, he had better stay away. Don't go 
there looking for work, for Dawson Is 
filled now with Idle men. 

"Some of the claims, both bench and 
creek, turned out well. Hnll and Plcott. 
of 10 Eldorado, will take out $250,000. 
Uppy brothers started for Seattle down 
the river on June 20 with 1,375 pounds 
of dust, and on the same boat was Ous 
Wongcr, of 13 Eldorado, with ?50,000. Ou 
that boat, the Robert Kerr, leaving Paw- 
Son was over 5,3,000,000. The new arrivals 
before June 3 were treated to n hdvcI sight, 
a train of forty horses from Dominiun. 
each currying from l.no to 200 pounds of 
gold dust", the aggrogate amouating to

"The largest nugget yet found In the 
Klondike was discovered by a layman on 
No, 4 below on Bonanza, It welched OO'/j 
ounces, and was valued nt S'.HIS. The largest 
quartz specimen was fmind on Frank l'''ish- 
er's claiii. on fiold IIlll, and weighed lUOli 
ounces, valued at $],801. A large amount 
of prospecting will he iloiie this year, and 
new and valuable diHcoverios will undoubt- 
edly be made. Two were reported to me 
as we came out, one on Thirty-Mile, where 
pans as high as $2 were washed, and the 
other on Big Salmon, where the winter's 
dump averaged f38 per day to the man.

turns. Besides, It creates a bad Impres- 
sion abroad, and Keeps ntray the miner 
-^•ho wonltl prospect and the oiipltnllst 



who would Invest. The action of the Can- 
aillan government In the past has not 
lieeu conducive to the best Interests of the 
country and Us rapid development, but the 
reverse. The governor, Mr. Ogllvle, and 
the gold commissioner, Mr. Scnklcr, with 
their subordinates, are using their best en- 
deavors to give a good government and to 
correct the evils of the past."

Dutch Harbor, via Sllka, June l!).~'rhe 
ailvanci' guard of the Alaska summer licet 
Is gatheilng at this picturesque spot, no 
less than live vessels arriving within the 
past Iwenty-fonr hours. The first to arrive 
was the treasure ship Uonnoko, with her 
500 passengers and valuable cargo. Capt. 
Weaver reports a phenomenally smooth 
voyage and everyone on board In excellent 
spirits. 

The Philadelphia Crude Ore Company, 
which owns a valuable concession on an 
Island about ten miles from this place, 
dlsembarkcil and pitched their tents about 
a mile away, where they will remain until 
tlie snow disappears from olT their claim. 
It is the Inteirtlon of the company to e.\- 
pend JlOO.ItOO on this property, which Is 
lainied to be sulphur. UT per cent. pure. 
Immense veins and fissures are said to be 
in iiiaiii view and can be loaded directly 
ini.) a .'^lilp nt the water's edge. It Is not 
.\ei fully decided whether a tram or a 
gravity railway will be constructed. Sev- 
eral people who have lived la this region 
for a number of years say several of the 
Islands hereabouts contain valuable nnd ex- 
tensive deposits of sulphur. Tlio following 
Muike up the party: O. M. Gordon, L. O. 
Bruckart, D. W. Bruckarl, J. .7. Holeai-ker, 
Sam Martin nnd William Zelsel. 

The only one of the revenue cutter lleet 
to reach port tlds year is the Bear, which 
arrived alxuit two weeks ago and left 
shortly afterwards for tlie Siberian coast. 
The steam sidiooner Albion was also In 
piirl the same time as llie Bear, and li'fl 
si'veral days ai;o for the Siberian coast 
for reindeer. The steam .srliooner Dei 
Norte has made one trip from this port to 
Seal Islands for the Alaska Commercial 
Couiiiany, and will leave within a day or 
two for St. Michael and Cape Nome. The 
Alliance, which left Seattle the same day 
as the Koanoke, got In this morning. She 
will , proceed north after coaling. The 
small steam schooner Discovery, M'hieli 
left Seattle on .Tune 7, arrived this morn- 
ing. Slu> win make' tri-weekly trips 
I liroiigliout the summer from St. Mieliael 
to Cape Nome and Oolovin Bay. 

Tlie Portland arrived yesterday afternoon 
from Vi(^torla wltli .'i few passengers ami 
a number of lalmrers for the Ainskn Com- 
iiieri'lal Company. Capt. Lliiqulst lost his 
liearliigs In the fog that prevailed oft the 
entranee Friday and Saturday, and was 
compelled to anchor In a small bay anil 
wait for clear weather. 

Tlic> Homer and the Bertha are expected 
almost hourly. 

Bei>oris from the northward Indicate that 
the lee Is prcttv well out, all of which is 
eneouniglng to the masters of the different 
vessels. 

This morning the Alaska Exploration Com- 
pany's new sternwheel river stonmer Leon 
went out on a trial trip and sliowed herself 
lo be lip to expectations In every wny. 
This company has also built during' tlie 
winter four barges to bo nsi^l on the \\\- 
kou. 'I'hls fleet will h'ave soon f.ir SI. 
Mleh.'iel.
